Who's  Who  in  the  Cast 

JON  WELCH  (Pancho)  is  the  fourth  and  last  member  of  his  family  to 
appear  before  the  Footlight  Club.  He  is  a  Junior  at  Roxbury  Latin  School, 
and  wants  to  make  a  career  of  veterinary  medicine.  He  is  active  in  the  Senior 
High  Fellowship  at  Central  Congregational  Church,  where  his  father  is 
minister. 

AUDREY  ABRAMS  (Maxine  Faulk)  comes  to  us  from  the  Milton  Play- 
ers, the  Stoughton  Little  Theatre  and  the  M.I.T.  Classical  Musical  Society. 
She  is  a  graduate  of  Bishop  Lee  School.  She  is  an  accomplished  actress, 
having  played  many  leading  roles,  and  has  had  seven  seasons  in  summer  stock. 
At  one  time  she  had  her  own  show  on  WOR-TV. 

THOMAS  A.  PANNESI  (Pedro)  is  making  his  acting  debut.  Painting 
and  sports  are  his  other  interests.  Although  he  has  not  appeared  on  the  stage 
before,  we  trust  this  experience  will  encourage  him  to  continue  in  the  theatre. 

CARLETON  POWER  Rev.  Shannon),  appearing  for  the  first  time  on 
our  stage,  is  a  veteran  in  amateur  theatricals.  His  first  role  was  in  1927  in 
"The  Family  Upstairs"  for  the  Quincy  Community  Players,  of  which  group 
he  is  past  president.  Currently  he  is  president  of  the  Milton  Players,  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Abington  Little  Theatre.  He  also  appears  on  television  in 
Channel  2  presentations. 

PHILIP  HUNT  (Hank)  is  a  teacher  by  profession.  Although  this  is  his 
first  role  vdth  our  group,  he  played  Poo-Bah  in  "The  Mikado,"  Leandro  in 
"The  Love  of  Three  Oranges"  and  the  Messenger  in  "Antigone"  while  at  Mt. 
Ida. 

MRS.  JOHN  FORAN  (Miss  Judith  Fellowes)  first  joined  the  FootHght 
Club  in  "Portrait  of  a  Prince."  She  has  demonstrated  her  versatility  in  suc- 
ceeding roles  in  "The  Curious  Savage"  and  "The  Women."  Joan  entertains 
delightfully  with  her  lovely  singing  voice,  and  accompanies  herself  on  the 
guitar. 


MRS.  CHARLES  SEIDENBERG  (Hannah  Jelkes)  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Wellesley  Players  and  was  with  the  Brookline  Amateurs  for  many  years. 
She  graduated  from  Leland  Powers  School  of  Drama.  She  has  appeared  in 
Footlight  productions  ''Separate  Tables,"  ''Dear  Brutus"  and  "Mr.  Pim  Passes 
By."  Her  most  recent  role  was  the  wonderfully  entertaining  Edith  in  "The 
Women." 

MRS.  ROLAND  STEWART  (Charlotte  Goodall)  is  another  newcomer  to 
our  fold.  Ann  teaches  at  the  Newton  School.  She  was  active  in  dramatics 
at  college  and  has  directed  minstrel  shows.  Her  enthusiastic  interest  in  her 
role  in  this  play  has  been  infectious,  and  we  feel  sure  she  will  be  seen  on 
our  stage  often  in  the  future. 

PETER  LEAHY  (Nonno)  was  last  seen  in  "Mary,  Mary."  He  also 
appeared  in  "Separate  Tables,"  "Auntie  Mame"  and  "See  How  They  Run." 
He  has  directed  several  plays  for  the  Carney  Hospital  Little  Theatre  Group. 
He  practices  internal  medicine  in  Dorchester. 

ROBERT  FROST  (Jake  Latta)  is  a  member  of  our  Board  of  Directors 
and  is  very  active  on  the  play  reading  committee.  We  have  enjoyed  his 
previous  performances  in  "You  Can't  Take  It  With  You,"  "Majority  of  One" 
and  "Auntie  Mame."  Bob,  in  addition  to  his  role  in  the  play,  is  the  Spanish 
coach  for  the  other  actors. 

SALVATORE  J.  MESSINA,  the  director,  has  a  varied  and  interesting 
background  of  college  and  community  theatre  dramatics.  He  has  also  appeared 
in  off -Broadway  shows  and  several  television  productions.  In  addition  to  his 
outstanding  acting  roles  in  "The  Caine  Mutiny,"  "Twelve  Angry  Men"  and 
"The  Portrait  of  a  Prince,"  he  gained  favorable  recognition  for  his  direction 
of  the  scene  from  the  latter  play  which  was  presented  in  the  New  England 
Theatre  Conference  competition  in  June,  1967,  for  the  Footlight  Club.
